Railway Interests. 

Practically Assured by New- 
ton Ojmpanies, 

i We have traced down the rumors of 
proposed street railway consolidation 
in this city and learn that the pro- 
ject of uniting the Newton, Common- 
wealth avenue, Newton A Boston# 
Wellesley A Boston and Lexington 
A Boston companies is progressing 
rapidly and is almost certain to be 
successful. Enough stockholders have 
virtually reached a common basis of 
action to give assurance that the 
management of the various compan- 
j ies will probably be united within the 
j next month, with President Adams 
D. Clafiin of this city at the head. 
The merging of the corporate inter- 
ests of each company will probably 
follow. 

The Unification of these various 
street railways has been under con- 
sideration for some years, as it was- 
realized that better and cheaper ser- 
vice would result therefrom. The 
consolidation will probably give 
through lines of service from Wal- 
tham to Newton Centre, allow the 
extension of the Crafts street line to 
the south side of the city, and cars 
from various jioints in the city dur- 
ing the summer to Norumbega Park. 

No agreement has yet been reached 
as to officers of the new company, but 
a strong board of directors is con- 
templated, with Mr. Clafiin as the 
most active man in charge.

OUR BUSINESS GOVERNOR. 

WHAT HK HAH HONK FOR THK KTATK, BY 
ONE WHO KNOWS. 

Here is what Governor Crane has 
done for the State as told by Repre- 
sentative Charles H. Adams of Mel- 
rose, chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the legislature, 
at the dinner of the Republican Edi- 
torial Associatioti.

“He came into office two years ago.

He found we were expending more 
than we were raising.

The business governor and 
the business mayor sat down to- 
gether, settled it for $12,500,000, and 
saved a fortune in litigation. 

“He found a highway commission 
spending $500, (XK) a year, giving par- 
tial time to the office. It was re-ur- 
ganized, and the members of the 
board now give their entire time to 
the state. He fuinid the metropoli- 
tan sewerage system practically com- 
pleted, but a commission drawing 
large salaries continuing in ofiice. 
The cumniisbion has been abolished 
and consolidated with the water 
board.

Souk for an hour Id soapsuds as Ijot as the band can bear. To every gallon^of 
water add a teaspoonful of liquid aiumonin, which will remove the olTects of pors- 
]>lratioQ. Tiansfer to clean, warm soapsuds and wash by stirring the garments 
around with the bands but without using a washboard or rubbing them at all unless ■ 
there are soiled spots that cannot be removed otherwise : if so, oonllao tho rubbing 
to those spots and if possible keep tho garments entirely covered with water. 
Itinao twice in warm water, to rumuvu iill traces of soap, still avoiding rubbing. 

After passing the garments through a wringer, immediately lay them one at a 
time ou a board or table, and while still damp stretch to original shape by hand aud 
bang up to dry. 

It is best Dot to iron woolen underwear. 

Don't wash in water used for other olothus. Don't rub soap on the garments ■ 
except in case of spots, as above mentioned. Avoid patent washing powders and 
use only the best neutral soaps. 

Remember that rubbing tliem, or suddenly changing the temperature of the 
water, is the way to shrink woolen goods.

I “livery communication from the 
Mayor or other City Chlicer, petition 
or order, recommending or requiring 
an expenditure for any public im- 
provement of more than five thousand 
dollars not .ilrcady included in the an- 
nual appropriation order of the pre- 
ceding year, and every such cotn- 
nuinicatioii, petition or order, recom- 
mending or providing for the laying 
out. discontinuance or relocating of a 
public highway or main drain and 
common sewer, shall, in the first in- 
stance, be referred to the Committee 
! on Public Works, and said Commit- 
tee shall have and exercise in refer- 
ence thereto the power and authority, 
and perform all the duties heretofore 
belonging to the Committee on High- 
ways.”

The board then took a recess to al- 
low the sewer committee to meet and 
upon reassembling received reports 
from that committee favorable to 
sewers in Pettee street and Hancock 
avenue. Orders authorizing sewer 
construction in those streets were 
adopted, and the board at 8.43 p. m. 
adjourned until Tuesday evening, 
Nov. 12lh. 

Alderman John W. Weeks, who is 
now assured of the Republican nomin- 
ation for mayor, was born in Lan- 
caster, N. H., April, 11, 1860. He re- 
ceived an 'appointment to the U. S. 
naval academy at Annapolis, when 17 
years of age, and completed the regu- 
lar four years course. He subsequent- 
ly was assigned to the ships Powhat- 
tan and Richmond until he left the 
naval service in 1883. 

During the following five years he 
served as asssistant land commis- 
sioner in the Florida Southern rail- 
way- ' 

In August 1888, he engaged in his 
present business, as junior member 
of the firm of Hornblower and Weeks, 
bankers and brokers. 

Mr. Weeks is well known in finan- 
cial circles as a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange, a director and 
vice president of the Mass. Central 
R. R., president of the Mass. Nation- | 
al Bank of Boston, and as president 
of the Newton ville Trust Company 
of our own city. Before entering the ' 
board of aldermen he was also active 
in the local street railway companies, 
but disposed of his interests in them 
when elected to the city government. 

A striking tribute to his finanical 
standing is the fact that his appoint- i 
ment as stockholders’ agent for I 
liquidation of the affairs of the Broad- < 
way Bank some two years ago was 
unanimouslv assented to by the I 
stockholders of that bank. 

Upon the organization of the Mass. 
Naval Brigade, Mr. Weeks was elect- 
ed commander of the 4th Division, 
later succeeding to the command of 
the 1st battalion and subsequently 
commanding the brigade for 6 years. 

During the Spanish war. Captain 
Weeks was the third volunteer officer 
to be commissioned in the navy, and 
he commanded the 2nd division of the i 
auxiliary navy. He also served as a 
member of the military advisory 
board appointed by Gov. Wolcott. 

He was a member of the military 
board of examiners from 1894 to 1900, 
and was appointed by President 
Cleveland in 1896 as a member of the 
board of visitors to the U. S. naval 
academy. 

Socially Captain Weeks is extreme- 
ly popular, being a member of the 
Republican Club of Mass., of tlie 
Middlesex, University, Newton, Neigh- 
borhood and Country Clubs, and in 
the Societies of Military Order of 
Foreign Wars, Sons Americaii-Span- 
ish War, Revolution and War of 1812. 

His political service covers three ' 
years in the board of aldermen, in- 
cluding meinhership on important 
committees, and his iiilliience in city 
affairs is far-reaching. 

Captain Weeks is married and has 
two children, Katherine S. and 
Charles S. He resides in a beauti- 
ful estate on West Newton Hill.

Mayor’s Estimate For 
1902 Expenses. 

Interesting Figures For Tax- 


The mayor’s estimates of appro- 
priations for 1902 have been printed 
and are now being considered hy the 
Finance Committee. 

The estimated receipts of S288,535 
show a slight falling off from last 
year, caused principally by the de- 
crease in corporation taxes. 

The total expenses arc estimated at 
$1,145,547.92, an increase of $6,487.65 
over the budget of 1901, although a 
decrease of $14,509.50 over the actual 
nppropriatlon.s of the current year, 
as $20,997.15 has been added to the 
budget by the present city govern- 
ment, 

The budget for 1902 can be briefly 
detailed as follows: i 

Assessing department increased 
$100 to $13,000, for salaries of assist- 
ant assessors. 

Auditing department remains the 
same at $3,100. 

Board of Printing requires $3,700, 
the same as 1901. 

Charity department increased Sl,- 
525 to $28,450, including 51,500 extra 
for hospital cases, $100 increase in 
salaries for both Almoner and his 
assistant; $100 additional for oflicc 
expenses, and a slight decrease in 
other items. 

The City Clerk’s department re- 
quires $15.95 additional for birth re- 
turns and amount to $7,250. 

The City Messenger, at $3,032 re- 
ceives an increase of $1,323, princi- 
paily caused by the transfer of the 
telephone account of $1,598 from the 
Moor’s office to his. 

The City Engineer gets SlOO ad- 
ditional for horses and $50 for regis- 
try work and will re<iuire $11,500. 

The executive department is de- 
creased $800 to $4,500 on account of 
the telephone transfer. 

The Fire department wants $52,962, 
an increase of §1,094.50, principally 
for 2 new men, one of whom will al- 
low the permanent men one day off in 
10 instead of 14 as at present. 

The health department desires $21,- 
393, a slight decrease from last year, 
although two salaries arc raised. 

The wire department at $6,629.50 
shows a decrease of $158. 

The law department remains at 
$1,400 as in 1901. 

The library shows a decrease of 
$1,240, mostly caused by the failure 
of Newtonville people to meet the 
city’s offer of $1,000 for a branch li- 
brary. 

In the police department a cap- 
tain’s salary of $13(X) and 3 new pa- 
trolmen account for the net increase 
of $3,613.25 in a total of $74,799.25, 
The buildings department at §19,987. 
50 is $5,875.65 less than 1901, as num- 
erous special items are omitted. 

The registration of voters contin- 
ues to cost $1,800 as in 1901. 

The salary list at $30,820, provides 
an increase of $104 for clerks in the 
City Clerk’s office, $200 for the City 
Auditor and $50 for the plumbing in- 
spector. 

The school department at $202,339 
wants $3,939 more than 1901. 

The sealer of weights requires $115 
for incidentals. 

The street department items are in 
divisions: The office will cost $4,950 
or $40 increase. The highway divis- 
ion Increases $8,337 of which $5000 is 
for drains, and a new item of $15,000 
. for cleaning streets is inserted; the 
general repairs account being reduced 
to $60,000. 

East year $52,718 was required for 
special street and drain construction, 
this year the approved items foot up 
to $27,000. The park division at $5,300 
• shows a net decrease of $900, while 
the sewer division is raised $1000 to 
$8,000, Street lights will cost $1,500 
more or $53,500, while the items of 
$17,000 for watering streets, $300 for 
burial grounds and SIOOO for watering i 
troughs remain as before. 

The interest account increases $3,- 
252.45 to $264,935.67 While the sinking 
funds decrease $0,000 to $120,000. 

The water department modestly asks 
for $75 more or $31,725 in all, and the 
grand total is $1,145,547.92.

I nOTORMAM HELD IM $1000. 

OKOHOF. n. f »088 TRIPD IN COURT FOR 
CAUSINd TIIK rKATII OF TIIOMAH MCIHUHI, 

:i YRARS OI.D. 

In the police court Saturday the 
trial of George H. Gors, motorman, 
and Rupert McDonald, conductor, 
who were in charge of a Newton 
Street Railway electric which killed 
Thomas McHugh. 3 years old, on River 
street, West Newton, Oct. 24,took place. 
The men were arraigned on a charge 
of manslaughter the morning follow- 
ing the accident, and after pleading 
not guilty the case was continued to 
Saturday morning. Goss was held in 
$1000 bonds for the grand jury, while 
McDonald was discharged. 

The principal witness of the morn- 
ing was the mother of the child, who 
was hurrying to its rescue when it 
was overtaken by the ,car and killed 
before her eyes. 

According to her testimony, a few 
minutes previous to the accident she 
saw the boy walking along River 
street, near Mague’a court. The car 
at that time was quite a distance 
away. She called to the boy, and he 
crossed over the street as far as the 
tracks where he stopped directly be- 
tween the rails with his back to the 
car. 

Seeing the danger, she waved her 
hands and skirt, hoping to induce the 
boy to run from the track and to de- 
lay the car. She did not run toward 
the boy to drag him out of the way, as 
she feared he would turn and run direct 
ly into the car. The motorman began 
to ring his gong, and just before the 
car struck the child, it was slowing 
down. At the time of the accident 
the car seemed to be moving at a fair 
rate of speed, neither fast nor slo%v. 
The boy was back to the car when it 
struck him. She had no conversa- 
tion svith either the motorman or con- 
ductor, and was induced to leave the 
scene by Patrolman Quilty before the 
body had been removed. 

Mrs. Ellen Sweeney, a paiiRcnger 
on the car, testified that her attention 
was first called to what had taken 
place by the screams of the boy’s 
mother. She did not hear the gong 
ringing or notice whether the brakes 
had been set or not. 

Mary F. Mague of 169 River street 
saw from her kitchen window a 
woman running and waving her arms. 

Alice Lowell, 10 years old, saw the 
McHugh child in the middle of the 
street, not the track. Heard bell on 
car ringing. 

Ann Fahey turned from a side street 
into River street. Saw the child 
struck down; did not hear any bell; 
thought it a windy day. 

Patrolman Martin L. Neagle went 
to scene of the accident in charge of 
the police ambulance; saw blood on a 
beam on the forward part of the car 
trucks; found streak in the middle 
' of tracks as if something had been 
dragged along; measured its distance 
by pacing and estimated it at 111 feet; 
ascertained that there was no accu- 
milation of leaves on the tracks. 

Patrolman John \V. Quilty saw the 
car as it passed him on River street 
near Auburndale avenue; saw after- 
wards a woman running towards the 
car; heard her screaming; hurried to 
scene of accident when he saw the 
car had stopped; notified police head- 
quarters: led Mrs. McHugh away. 
Substantiated Patrolman Neagle as 
regards distance of streak and ab- 
sence of leaves. 

There was no defence offered. 

Judge Kennedy said in his finding 
that in view of the fact that no at- 
tempt had been made at the trial to 
show that the motorman had exercised 
due care, he must hold him for the 
grand jury. 

Accordingly he ordered the verdict 
as above stated. 

Police Paragraphs. 

In court Monday morning William 
Pendergast and William Philpot. the 
latter a juvenile, were chargetl with 
larceny. The testimony was that they 
had taken a bicycle belonging to Al- 
fred Lalleur at Nonantum, Oct. 31, 
and had returned it in a broken con- 
dition. Judge Kennedy told the de- 
fendants that they had done a very 
wrong thing, but that in their action 
there was no element of larcenv- Ac- 
cordingly he ordered their discharge. 

The “overalls joke’’ caused a num- 
ber of stitches to burst in the guard 
room. 

Two young men who gave the names 
of Frank Williams and Charles Car- 
roll, and who said they belonged in 
Boston, were arrested about 1 a . m., 
Saturday in Nonantum square by 
Patrolmen (ioode and McLaughlin. 
The government witnesses, including 
these officers and Sergt. Purcell said 
in court, Saturday inoriiing, that both 
Williams and Carroll used very pro- _ 
fane language in the presence of a | 
party of men and women who were j 
waiting for a late electric. Judge I 
Kennedy found the defendants guilty 
of violating the city ordinances by 
using profanity in the public streets, 
and fined them each $8. 

Two assault and butterv cases were 
tried in the police court Wednesday 
morning before Judge Kennedy, and 
in each case the cumplaintant hud 
a well blackened eye to exhibit to the 
court. John Sachendi waii charged 
by his wife with striking her last 
Sunday evening at their home on 
Langley road, Newton Centre. The 
man and woman conduct a boarding 
house for other Italians. The wife 
has appeared in court several times 
before. It was shown by the testi- 
mony that the couple were “fooling” 
at the time of the assault and that 
they became angry later. Judge Ken- 
nedy in his finding was iuclineil to 
believe Mrs. Sachendi eptite as much 
to blame as iier husband, but tliat he 
was in no way justified in striking 
her us he did. Patrulinan Bailey told 
of the reputation of the Suchetidis, 
and declared the woman to be the 
cause of considerable trouble In her 
neighborhood. The court found the 
husband guilty and placed him on 
probation, continuing the case until 
Dec. 2H. 

James Coulter of Newton Centre 
charged Abel Armstrong with strik- 
ing him ill the eye lust Sunday. 
Coulter’s eye showed unmistakable 
evidence of the assault. Armstrong 
pleaded guilty. The testimony showed 


! the existence of hard fcclingn between 
' the two for the past two year*. Arm- 
strong was fined Sin. 


Boston’s Big Fire. 

Twenty-nine years ago, Nov. 9, 
1872, occurred Boston’s great fire, 
which swept 65 acres between Sum- 
mer, Washington, Milk, Congress, 
State, Kilby and Oliver streets, to the 
water, destroying 776 buildings with 
a loss of about $61,179,300 and thir- 
teen lives, all firemen or volunteers. , 

It started in a large granite build- ' 
ing on south cast corner of Summer 
and Kingston streets, and the first 
alarm was sent in from famous box 
52 at 7.24 o’clock. 

Thirty departments and 97 fire com- 
panies responded to the call of Chief 
John S. Datnrell for assistance. The 
story of the service rendered by each 
of these departments was recently 
compiled and is now In the Boston 
; Public Library, 

Of the Nesvton department it says: 
A member of Nonantum Engine No. 
1, who was at the fire, inquired of 
Chief Damrell if assistance was de- 
sired, and receiving an affirmative re- 
ply, returned to Newton by train and 
quickly the engine and company, in 
charge of Assistant Engineer W. Par- 
kej Lcavett, was en route for the fire, 
drawn hy horses. It arrived in 
Bedford street, near Washington, 
about 11,30 o'clock and after a sliort 
service here moved further down Bed- 
ford street to Chauncy street, and re- 
mained there until 7 o'clock, Sunday 
morning, when it was sent to India 
street, near the Custom House, with 
a stream on Mason Building in Liber- 
ty square, where it was when relieved 
at 3 o’clock, Sunday afternoon. 

Its most important service was at 
the Miidge Building in Bedford street, 
where the fire was stopped in that di- 
rection. A charred window frame on 
the north side of that building now 
marks the spdt where its effective 
duty did mucii toward saving it 
which its owners acknowledged by 
sending the company a letter of 
thanks and $100.00 and the firm of A. 
A. Lawrence Si Co., another check 
for $200.00. The late Chief Henry L. 
Bixby and its present assistant fore- 
man, Frank A. Barrows, were then 
members of the company. 

Engine 2, West Newton, in charge 
of Chief Rodney M. Lucas, responded 
to a call for assistance by special 
train arriving at the fire about 11.55 
o’clock. It first located on Washing- 
ton, near Franklin, with line down 
Eranklin street. It next wont to Win- 
ter street and at 7 o’clock, Sunday 
morning, was ordered to Broad street 
and relieved at 2 o’clock, Sunday 
afternoon. 

It rendered important service on the 
old Marlboro Hotel building on Wash- 
ington street, opposite Franklin. 
Its engine, a second size“Amoskeag,” 
received in October, 1871, is now in 
service. Its members, and those of 
other companies, were on duty for 
several days at the ruins. Assistant 
Chief F. H. Humphrey was then a 
nienibe r of the company.

Hates ol Taxailun. 

A interesting table showing the 
rates of taxation for tlie past ten 
Years in the neighborhood of Boston 
has been issued by the Massachusetts 
Title Insurance Co.

(7 cities and 10 towns) with a lower 
rate than Newton, two that have the 
same rate and 18 whose rate exceeds 
$16.80 per $1000. 

Heading at $20 is the highest, and 
Nahant at $8 is the lowest, while the 
average rate in tlie combined list is 
$16 per $1000.^ 


WASHIMGTOM LETTER. 

(From Our RflRiiJsr Corresponrlsnt.) 

Washington, Nov. 4, Jtmi. 

As I predicted in a former letter the 
President is deeply interested in the 
proposed irrigation of the arid lands 
of the West. He sent for Colonel 
Elwood Mead, the expert on the sub- 
ject in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Thursday, and had a long talk 
on the subject, instructing Colonel 
Mead to prepare and hand to him 
data on the subject. Colonel Mead 
tells me that the President ’s expe- 
rience with irrigation on his Montana 
ranch and his knowledge of the ranch 
business leads him ^to believe that if 
the supply of cattle, known as feed- 
ers, is to be kept up and our very ex- 
tensive cattle exports are to be main- 
tained some method of making the 
arid lands available for pasture and 
the growing of forage must be found 
and that irrigation presents the only* 
dilution to the problem. 

(F Democratic predictions of a split 
between Senator Platt and the Presi- 
dent, have, as was to be expected, 
failed to materialize. The official 
announcement of the appointment of 
Mr. George N. Whitehead to be Ap- 
praiser of the port of New York, has 
been given out at the Treasury. 
This is in accordance with the wish- 
es of the New York Senator and 
with the recommendation of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. When 
Secretary Gage first recommended Mr. 
Whitehead, Senator Platt did not par- 
ticularly favor the appointment, but 
a more careful examination of the 
situation Jed him after his return to 
New York, to write the President en- 
dorsing the selection. Mr. White- 
head “covered himself with glory” 
some ff\'e years ago, when he was 
sent as Special Agent to inspect the 
New York office, then under Mr. Wake- 
man's direction. Mr. Whitehead made 
numerous recommendations for im- 
provement.s in the management that 
ought to be made, and all of them 
have since been adopted, although 
some of them met for a time the 
strong opposition of Mr. Wakeman. 
For the past three years Mr. White- 
head has been Collector of Customs 
for Porto Rico. 

It is reported that the entire Brit- 
ish Cabinet has now given its assent 
to the treaty regarding the Isthmian 
Canal, which Lord Pauncefote is 
bringing to this country. The treaty 
is so favorable to American wishes 
that it will be ratified immediately 
and its ratification jiromptly followed 
b_y a bill providing for the construc- 
tion of the canal. It is quite possible 
that within a year work will begin. 
The new treaty is a source of much 
gratification to the administration, 
not only because it has brought to 
a close, a lengthy and delicate diplo- 
matic negotiation, but because it is 
regarded as recognizing in its pro- 
visions the equity of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. With the doctrine receiving 
such practical recognition from Great 
Britain, Continental railings may 
continue on paper, but they hardly 
likely to go farther. 

All recent reports from the Philip- 
pines indicate satisfactory progress. 
The troops, whose terms will expire 
during the next year, will be brought 
home, and no new regiments will be 
sent to fill their places. Secretary 
Root has issued new orders to the 
Taft Commission and hereafter the 
proceedings of that body will be con- 
ducted along the lines of procedure 
followed by the Senate. All appro- 
priations will be made in the form of 
bills, by the Commission in the com- 
mittee of the whole, and then acted 
on by the Committee in open session. 

I By this means the Secretary believes 
he will guard against extravagance, 
and at the same time, give the Phil- 
ippines an excellent object lesson in 
self-government. The officers on duty 
in the Philippines say that small 
conflicts with sporadic bands which 
arc wandering about the islands, and 
arc really little more than brigands, 
are to be expected, but that there is 
not now, nor is there likely to be any 
armed force of any magnitude in the 
field. 

One of the troubles which the ma- 
chine politicians are having with Mr. 
Roosevelt, is tliat he positively re- 
fuses to be buttonholed in corners. 
The other day a Republican Senator 
tried this plan of getting a private 
audience with the President and 
stated his case, as he thought, very 
nicely, in a confidential undertone. 
Presently, everybody in that room 
and the next, heard Mr. Roosevelt 
announce in that stentorian voice of 
his, “It is no use Senator, I will not 
appoint a man of that character if he 
has you and your delegation and the 
whole state behind him.” The Sena- 
tor will not try this plan again.

THE ELECTION. 

The results of the elections this week 
must be a source of gratification to 
•^11 friends of good government. 

Of course the New York election 
aroused the greatest interest through- 
out the entire country, and all good 
• citizens rejoice not only in the elec- 
tion of Mr. Low to the mayoralty of 
the national metropolis, but in the 
success of Judge Jerome in his plucky 
fight for the position of district at- 
torney. 

In our own state, we are so used to 
having only the best men selected for 
politcal offices that tlie interest cen- 
tered wholly in the few instances 
where objectionable candidates had 
been nominated. 

Our own senatorial district was a 
battle ground on the issues of sec- 
tionalism, the east end being op- 
posed to measures earnestly advocat- 
ed by the country towns to the west 
of us. These towns came down to the 
Newton line with a majority* of near- 
ly 1400 for the Democratic candidate, 
only to have that, majority negatived 
by the vote of Newton, and leaving 
the Republican majorities in Water- 
town and Weston enough to elect Mr. 
Skinner by a fair margin. 

The contest this year will result in 
a bitter feeling in the district as 
long as the present apportionment 
lasts. 

THE CITY ELECTION. 

The lists of delegates for the Re- 
publican municipal caucuses filed last 
Friday indicates that Aldertnaii Weeks 
will be the candidate of the party for 
mayor. 

This result has been forecast for 
some lime, in fact ever since Capt. 
Weeks consented to allow the use of 
his name for tlic office. 

For school committee tlie delegates 
are said to favor Mr. Fred H. Tuck- 
er in Ward (Jne. Mr. Marcus Morton 
in Ward 2, Capt. S. E. Howard in 
Ward 3, and eitiier Hon. H. E. Both- 
feld or Mr. (j. M. Weed in Ward 7. 
A contest is in sight in Ward 0 . be- 
tween the friends of. Mr. C. M. God- 
dard and Rev. Dr. E. D. Burr. 

For alderman at large, present 
members of the board are to he named 
in Wards 1, 2, 5, 6 and 7, wltli Mr. 
Henry 11. Day in Ward 3 and Mr. 
Peter C. Baker in Ward 4. 

The ward aldermen named are 
wholly new men with the exception 
of Alduriiiun Hutchinson in Ward 3. 

The Democratic caucuses are called 
fur next Thursday and it is extreinly 
probable that contests will be made 
for every office. 

The point raised by two of tlie po- 
lice force that the establislied salary 
of S3 per diem allowed to police olfi- 
cers^of 5 years or more service is de- 
cidedly'unique and again calls utten- 
tion'to'the^jreseiit dual system of po- 
lice aiipointmciitb in this city. 

These officers served as reserves 
for Boine period prior to appointment 
as regular ineinbers of tlie force, and 
for their first year’s service as regu- 
lars received the customary salary of 
VJU and which was increased to $ 1001 ) 
at tlieir second year. They now claim 


in reckoning the 5 years of ser- 
vice necessary to receive $3 per day 
that the time served by them as re- 
serves should be included and that 
they are now entitled to the salary. 

They each wear the blue stripe in- 
dicative of 5 years service and it is 
dccidedlv an interesting question. 

It is possible to avoid this difficulty 
in the future by designating the en- 
tire force as regulars, with graded 
salaries from 52 per day for the first 
year to ?3 per day for over S years of 
service substantially as paid now 
to the reserve and regular force com- 
bined, and then relegate the reserve 
force to its true position as a corns 
solely for temporary duty.

Under the above title, representing 
what every Newtonian is, or should 
be, warmly interested in, I would ask 
general attention to some Related 
Nesvton Wants; 

I. Cross streets. Everybody, having 
business, recreation, or social inter- 
course to attend to, likes to save time 
and effort by “cutting across lots,” 
whenever and whenever he can. This is 
especially true of boy.s, whose play 
is, to them, the serious business of 
life, for which they live as if every 
chance for high sight-seeing or sport 
might be their last. All right, if only 
when they are grown up they are 
equally dead in earnest for every- 
thing right. 

But as to short cuts, the general 
principle that determines how many 
and where, cross streets should be, 
is this: Wherevertwo main thorough- 
fares not far apart, and. nearly or 
quite parallel, traverse thickly in- 
habited districts, cross streets should 
connect them, so that, instead of hav- 
ing to make a long and hindering 
loo)', the people of each district can 
easily pass to the other. 

Citizens of each of the many New- 
tons can doubtless readily find illus- 
trations of this principle in their sev- 
eral localities. In Ward Seven, a 
striking illustration is f<mnd in the 
Jung stretch from Park street to Oak 
s(|uare, between Washington and Tre- 
inont streets. Tliere, for nearly a 
mile, and, with large and growing 
neighborhoods reached from beyond 
by these thoroughfares, there are, as 
yet, no sufiicient cross streets enabling 
them to easily cuinmiinicate with 
each other. There seems to be, 
therefore, an increasingly urgent 
need, first, that Waverley avenue 
should be extended by the most avail- 
able route to Hunnewell avenue 
whether or not by using Joinder ter- 
race as a part of its location; then 
second, that cross streets should con- 
nect Washington and Tremunt streets 


rude, but gentle as the dear Swedish 
children. 

Among the many and great bene- 
fits to be expected from ,such play- 
grounds, combined with other sound 
training, might be the decline and 
final dying out of all such life par- 
alyzing conventionalitv as now 
too often loves to say, “yon must,” 
of things for which there* is no obli- 
gation or proper authority, •whatever 
in reason taste or conscience, which 
are our only inborn appointed guides. 

III. Lower Taxes. These are at 
least /a very important, if not an in- 
dispensable condition for many high- 
ly desirable good things in the life of 
any community. But some will im- 
mediately say : How can we have ad- 
ditional advantages without increased 
expense? A thousand voices answer 
By economy ! economy ! economy I And 
what is economy? Why, in a word, 
it is simply getting the most out of 
the least, whether in personal, mu- 
nicipal oFin still larger affairs. Whe^ 
the wise woman, like the one immor- 
talized in the Book of Proverbs, 
wants a new hat, she goes to her rum- 
mage chest, and, mixing her mate- 
rials as the genius of Opie 'mixed his 
colors, “with brains sir,’^ (and but 
little cash) she produces a result far 
superior to the one which her weaker 
sister, squanders seven dollars and 
up. The like principle runs from the 
bottom to the! top, from the least to 
the greatest of life. So. then, if all 
who are born to take active interest ' 
in local or state affairs, and legisla- 
tion thereupon, would steadily, from 
the beginning, put only their best 
brains and conscience into everything 
they do for the public taking real and 
lasting honor for it as their chief 
and best reward — and would diligent- 
ly study such standard literature on 
municipal and state government as 
Dr. Albert Shaw, and others, have 
put into volumes.or scattered through 
our best magazines for the last twen- 
ty years, we might soon come tv have 
such a body of municipal and 
state legislators as could and would 
give us everything necessary, and 
with due regard to durability and 
modest, not sumptous, elegance, with- 
out ever exceeding taxes of 514 on a 
Sinoo. 

As auxiliary to so excellent a result, 
the state should co-operate by a 
thorough and systematic tax reform, 
often feebly attempted, yet still long 
<lelayed. Perhaps no one imhit more 
loudly calls for inimediate reform 
than the anticjiiated, futile, oppress- 
ively unequal, absurd and unrighteous 
double-taxing of all investments of 
any kind, in enterprises outside of the 
state; whether in cattle farms, miUs, 
miiies, railroads, steamship com- 
panies, or industrial corporations. 

As the old out of date law sti 11 
stands, after many ineffectual efforts 
at general tax reform, all such in- 
vestments are taxable twice; once, of 
Course, by the state where the prop- 
erty is, and again in Massachusetts, 
if the owner happens to reside there. 

Whether Massachusetts is in a 
minority of all the states in this mut- 
ter, 1 am now unable to say, but am 
quite sure that none of the ring of 
six states immediately surrounding 
her adopts that strange plan. The 
inappropriateness of such double tax- 
ation ’is obvious - enough, from the 
principle that property should be 
taxed by the jurisdiction that protects 
it. Massachusetts does not jirutect in- 
vestments in property in Michigan, 
or Minnesota, for example, and there- 
fore, has no call to tax them. If 


Michigan and Mimicnota were wild, 
unorganized territories, as yet, with- 
out established law, so that a man 
[ would buy land there at the risk of 
onlv so much protection as associated 
ngetita of cR.stcrn proprietors, or 
small scattered garrisons could give, 
the land being untaxed. where locat- 
ed. the case would he different, and 
the eastern owner might be taxed for 
what was elsewhere untaxed. But 
the same property should not be taxed 
twice. 

The unrighteousness of such taxa- 
tion is clear as noonday in the light 
of the one simple fact — though there 
are many others — that these outside 
investments, taxed where they exist, 
are, though with some risk to the 
investor, doubly beneficial to Massa- 
chusetts; first, by tending to increase 
her needed supply of cheap food stuffs 
that she cannot well siilficieiitly pro- 
duce: and. second, by providing the 
necessary markets for her surplus 
products. The absurdity of this 
double taxation is apparent from the 
notorious fact, again and again pro- 
claimed in official reports, and other- 
wise, that it is all but universally 
evaded in various wa^'s, some of 
which have ‘been openly published. 
Then in place of a taw that is wrong 
by its oppressive inequality, and | 
ridiculous by its comparative fruit- I 
lessness, substitute a law requiring a 
tax only on the income of outside in- 
vestments; and, my word for it, this I 
simple net of oonil^ineU justle? and | 
Common &CnsC would be as profitable 
as it is reasonable. A Massachusetts 
citizen’s income from his outside in- 
vestments is rcceivefl, held and spent 
mostly and generally in Massachu- 
setts, and the keeping, use and en- 
joyment of it is there protected. It 
therefore falls under the uniform 
principle that wealth is properly 
taxed where it exists and is used and 
protected. Thousands, indeed, all 
honest and honorable patriotic citi- 
zens would declare their taxable in- 
come of this kind, while they either 
could not if they would, or would not 
if they could endure the burden of a 
second tax on the full market value 
of the property which is already 
likewise taxed where it exists. Such 
a tax is into'erable, as beiitg, if en- 
forced, pr: ctically prohibitive of such 
investments as arc subjected to it. 

In effect, it severely fines a man for ' 
making a class of investments which 
directly and strongly benefits his own 
state — as already here shown — by 
building up other states to be suppliers 
of the wants of his state, and needful 
markets for its products. 

It is therefore cartiestlv to be de- 
sired and hoped that our Newton, 
and all other town and city represen- 
tatives in our ne.vt state legislature 
will so diligently inquire into the 
subject, as presented in the tax com- 
l^iissioner’s report of 1895. and in 
numerous able pamphlets, easily ob- 
tained, that the coming legislature 
cannot fail to enact so needful, cred- 
itable, desirable and profitable a tax 
reform as the repeal of all and all 
manner of doubie'ta.xation laws; and 
to substitute for them the income tax 
here proposed, and such other sub- 
stitues, if any, as may seem necess- 
ary. S. E. \V.

DIRECTIONS FOR WASHING WOOLEN UNDERWEAR. 

Soak for an hour in soapsuds as hot as tho hand can bear. To every gallon*of 
water add a toaspoonful of liquid ammonia, which will remove the effects of pers- 
piration. Transfer to clean, warm soapsuds and wash by stirring the garments 
around with tho hands but without using a washboard or rubbing them at all unless 
there are soiled spots that cannot bo removed otherwise : if so, coniine tho rubbing 
to those spots and if possible keep the garments entirely covered witli water. 
Uinse twice in warm water, to romove all traces of soap, still avoiding rubbing. 

After passing the garments through a wringer, immediately lay them one at a 
time on a board or table, and while still damp stretch to original shape by hand and- 
hang up to dry. 

It is best not to iron woolen underwear. 

Don’t wash in water used for other olothes. Don’t rub soap on the garments 
except iu cane of spots, as above mentioned. Avoid patent washing powders and 
use only the best neutral soups. 

Itemember that rubbing them, or suddenly changing tho temperature of tho 
water, is the way to shrink woolen goods.

The pniuffur belief 
that nrienlc clears the eompU>.\lon bus 
led innny silly women to kill thein- 
selves with it In sinnll, eoiiliiiuiMl 
doses. 

It prodnoes n wn.xy, Ivoryllkc nppenr- 
dnoo of tlio skin during n eertnin stugo 
of the poisoning, but Its terrible nfter 
effects hnvc liecmnc too well known to i 
innko It of eoininon use ns n cosmetic. 

The efforts of nnniioiffn upon the 
cniiiplexion nre dln*ctly opposite from 
that of nrscnlc. The first symidoms of 
ammonia }iolson!ng which npix'nrs 
among those who work In nminonin 
factories is n disoolorntlon of the skin 
of the nose mid forehead. This gradu- 
ally extends over the face until the 
complexion has n stained, blotched and 
unsightly nppeniaiicc. With people 
wdio take animoiila Into their systems 
in small doses, ns wltli their water 
and fiioil, the.se striking symptoms do 
not npiicar so soon. The only effect of 
the |>oIson that Is vlsiblo for n time Is 
a general nnwholosoineness and enl- 
lowness of the complexion. 

Undlgeated Pood. 

The repiirronco of the Ilnvor of food 
for some time after eating Is always 
an indication, w'rltos n physician In a 
medical Journal, that the food Is not 
being pro|>crly digested. ‘T enn taste 
It,” we sny after entlng enniied fruits 
and vegetables preserved by adding 
salicylic acid or formaldehyde, sub- 
stances that embalm food against the 
digestive Jiiiees ns eomplctely ns they 
protect It from the microbes of the 
outer air. And ’T can taste It” would 
probably be the report of one who had 
made n hearty meal on ii turkey kept 
Bcvernl months In cold storage. “A 
man trying to live on such meat would 
simply starve to denlh or die of blood 
poisoning,” adds the physician. 

He does not fall to remind us that 
the storage w'nrehouse Is genernlly a 
conrenience and n heoefit nud only 
when misused n source of danger. But 
neither he nor any one else could find 
a good word to sny for manufacturers 
who put slow iioison into a food ])rod- 
uct. Tlio fitting punishment for them 
would be to give them nothing to cat 
but their owu canned stuff. 

The Dlrd Thn< Plies liOiiRest. 

Mr. J. Lancaster, naturalist, who 
spout five years on the west coast of 
Florida studying birds there, came to 
the coDcIusioii that of nil the feathered 
tenants of the air the frigate bird can 
fiy the Inogcst without resting. He has 
seen one fiylng for a whole week night 
and day without repose. 

The frigate bird can feed, collect ma- 
terials for Its nest and evou sleep on 
.the wing. Apparently Its wings can 
be coDtroil.nl automatically, without 
the power of Its will, and It probably 
adapts Itself to take advantage of the 
upward or lieniing force of the wind. 
The spri'nd of the frigate bird’s wing 
is great, niid it can fly at n speed of 
ninety-six inllcs nn hour, without seem- 
ing to fl:ip Its wffngs much. 

The nlbatixiss— that "king of the high 
seas,” as It has been called— is larger 
than tlie frigate bird, but If It follows 
a vessel for four or live days It luis to 
rest on a rock or on the ship Itself.

Atb. Carrie Cbapman Calt. president 
of the National American Woman Suf- 
frage AMOclatloi , In a recent article 
describes different kinds of women In 
politics. She said: 

In the past, the place In polltlce of 
woman wae that of irresponfliblc sub- 
ordination, and her methods were nec- 
essarily cajolery, intrigne. or con- 
spiracy. The place In pulttles of the 
woman of the fuiure will be that of 
a responsible unit of government, and 
her methole will be the direct, 
straightforward acts of a rational, 
self-respecting, and respected citizen. 

The present indicates a transition 
period, and we find in consequence 
three distinct types of women in poli- 
tics. There le the type of the ancient 
woman, the irresponsible subordinate, 
contented with her lot, and lUtlo 
dreaming of the world-forces at worlc 
under her very eyes, changing her en- 
tire relationship to society. 

There Is also the type of the woman 
of the future. We find her in our suf- 
frage states, BO free, so respected bjr 
men. so exalted by all society that, in 
the exhilaratfbn of her freedom, she 
fails utterly to realize the struggle 
that is to come. 

But more Interesting than either is 
the woman of the present, who repre- 
sents the link between these two. She 
has repudiated the position of her an- 
cient sister. She despises the woman 
who sees no good to be done in the 
world, and who posessee no public 
spirit. 

She reads newspapers, knows what 
is going on in politics, espouses prln- 
clplee with ardor, composes majorities 
at political meetings, marches in party 
processions, and dons political badges, 
though, perchance, she may shrink 
with genuine repulsion from the eug- 
gestioD that the opinions she bolds 
should be counted in a ballot box. 

Her name Ls legion, and she is jusb 
now the most amusing embodiment of 
inconsistency within the sweep of oui 
vision. Yesterday she was In a posi- 
tion of subordination to man; to-mor- 
row she will occupy a position of 
equality with him; to-day she is in 
procese of evolution. Upon the rap- 
idity of her development depends the 
date of the coming of the future wo- 
man In politics.

One of our large city dailies, In a 
recent editorial, says of the leaders 
among women who are asking for the 
privilege of a voice in choosing thoso 
who are to rule oveo* the destinies of 
our nation: 

"It le a far cry from the placid, dig- 
nified gentlewoman who, in the sanc- 
tity of her own home, a&lm you quietly 
whether you do not think she is as 
well fitted to exercise the suffrage as 
a majority of the votere, to the ram- 
pant, strident pnehydern who, from 
some hired rostrum, bowls about tho 
wrongs done to her sex, and demands. 
In strident tones and with inflamma- 
tory argument, that the tyrant man 
remove his heel from the neck of the 
weaker sex and grant it universal suf- 
frage." 

It would he interesting to know a 
little more ‘n detail to whom the edi- 
tor applies tbe epithet "rampant, stri- 
dent pnehydern." Can he refer to 
Susan B. Anthony, whose 80th birth- 
day was celebrated In Washington last 
winter? Never In the history of this 
nation has there been more genuine 
love and appreciation bestowed upon 
any individual than was bestowed up- 
on Miss Anthony at that time. Over 
1,200 telegrams and letters were re- 
ceived by her from every civilized 
country In the world, from associa- 
tions and clubs, and from individuals 
in all walks of life, each one filled with 
gratitude for her splendid service to 
humanity. 

Is It Frances Wllllard, who is held 
In sacred’ memory, or Clara Barton, 
foremost In relieving suffering wher- 
ever it le to be fbund? !*ot long ago 
both these women, who It might seem 
had earned a right to full citizenship, 
were speaking from public platforms 
on the wrong done their sex in deny- 
ing them a voice lu the government. 

Perhape he mea s Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, tbe "grand old woman," or 
Julia Ward Howe, or Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, or Lucy Stone, or the president 
and vice-president of the National 
Suffrage Association, Carrie Chapmua 
Catt and Rev. Anna H. Shaw. 

These are tbe "rampant.* strident 
pachyderms" who have been and still 
are "bowling from hired rostrums." 
Every one of them will live In the 
hearts of their countrymen for agee 
after the writer of that article is for- 
gotten. 

Thomas Wentworth Higginaon. in 
giving bis reasons for supporting wo- 
man suffrage, says: 

"One of my reoeons for supporting 
woman suffrage Is my lifelong obeer- 
tlon that those women who were most 
eminent in public service, were aLso 
the most estimable wives and moth- 
ers; tbe same consc.eDttousnetjs and 
mental capacir.y which fitted them for 
the one sphere fitted them aleo for the 
other. Not only have some of the 
best suggestions as lo hygiene and 
borne eunllatlon and education been 
due to them, but In actual service and 
Buccees as wives and mothers they 
have been worthy of admiration."

So far as any danger from the game 
Is concerned, fresh water fishing Ims 
tlways been looked upon as about as 
laffi ns nny sport In the world, ontl tbe 
fresh water fish has gone on record as 
harmless and nonresistant. But there 
are Instances now nnd tben wticn tbe 
fish turns the tables. Tbe InhnbKaots 
ff Osceola county, 3ncb., wlio lire in 
the neighborhood of I.4ike George, nn 
Inland water about throe miles long, 
are almost BUpcrstltloiisly afraid of a 
certain fish that Inhabits that lake. No 
one knows what sort of fish It Is, and 
opinion locally is divided ns to whether 
It Is a giant muskellungc or a stur- 
geon. 

I Spearing parties had now end then 
reported seeing a very large fish with- 
out being able to strike It, but no one 
gave credence to the tales until one 
night several years ago, w'bcn a party 
of sportsmen from Chicago went on tbe 
lake spearing In charge of an old resi- 
dent named Armstrong. 

Armstrong was the only one that re- 
turned to tell tbo story. He said the 
party was spearing In shallow water 
when they saw an enormous Usb that 
resembled ftn overgrown pickerel. Two 
of tbe Cbicngo men were standing la 
tbe bow, and at first supposed the fish 
to be a log. Then one saw bis mistake ' 
and struck with all bis might. The flsb 
gave a dart that made tbe boat Jump 
as tbongb a steam engine were pulling 
It. If tbe man bad let go of tbe spear, 
nil would bare been well, but be bung 
I on, and tbe flsb gave a mighty flop to 
right angles with tbe boat. Tbe man 
still held to the spear, with tbe result 
! that tbe boat capsized, and tbe men 
found themselves standing in mud and 
water up to tbelr waists. 

I The light went out when tbe boat up- 
' set, and. tbe night being dark and 
' cloudy, not one of tbe party bad nny 
, idea of tbe direction to be pursued lu 
reaching shore. Tbe shallow water oc- 
I cupics a large part of tbe lake, and 
1 they could wander In nny direction 
I without being able to tell wbethor or 
not they were nearing shore. Arm- 
strong said afterward that nothing 
could equal the awfulness of tbe expe- 
rience that followed. They made their 
way in one direction ofter another and 
wandered round and round, going half 
way to their knees In mud at every 
stop. 

To make matters worse a cold, 
steady, drizzling rain began to fall. 
They were soon numb to tbe marrow. 
Then one of the sportsmen dropped 
without a word, nnd no one went to bis 
help. Little by little tbe tbree that re- 
mained were separated. Armstrong 
says be himself became unconscious 
after Q time nnd remembers noth- 
ing that happened until be was roused 
by feeling solid ground beneath bis 
feet and finding that tbe water was 
more shallow than it bad been. He 
kept on and fell upon tbe shore. Tben 
on bands and knees be crawled to 
camp and gave the alarm. Search was 
at onco made for bis companious, and 
their bodies were recovered. Since that 
time tbe big flsb with a senr on bis 
back has twice or thrice been seen by 
spearing parties, but they have passed 
It by. 

There Is one species of flsb In tbe 
south that Is feared only little less 
than its salt water contemporary tbe 
shark. This is the alligator gnr. It 
grows to enormous size and bus u bill 
hard and bony nnd much broader than 
tbe bill of tbe common gar of northern 
waters. One who goes out upon tbe 
lakes of Loulsbnin and Arkansas will 
sec them jumping and splashing like 
enormous trout. Tlmlr usual food con- 
sists of fish, nnd they not only make 
endless trouble for those who go fish- 
ing with minuows, but have been 
known to round up and tear to pieces 
bass wbicb tbe stiortsmnn bus booked. 
Bathing lu the lakes is considered dan- 
gerous. 

A negro was sitting in tbe stern of n 
boat on a lake near Heleua, Ark., let- 
ting bis feet bang over tbe stern, when 
a gur grabbcHl him by one leg. Tbe 
uiuu hung lo tbe bout uutll rescued, 
but his leg was horribly gushed. Tlie 
flsb have been known to attack in like 
uiuimer negroes who went swimming 
in the Mississippi below New Orleans. 
One spring the writer was visiting a 
rice plautiiUou ou tbe "lower coast" uf 
the Mississippi when an old uegn>ss 
euiue walling to tbe bouse and said her 
five-year-old boy was ilead. He had 
beeu iduylug at tbe edge of a bayou 
aud was lying ou tbe bauk exteudlug 
bis arms luto the water wlieu a gar 
jL'iinie with » rush aud. grabbing tbe 
yuuugster by tbe arm. pulled bim Into 
tbe water. .\ young uegro with a sliot- 
guii was stuuUiug near watebiug fur 
rIoebIrdM. lie rau to the bauk. Tbe 
fish found it bad uudertaken a bigger 
task tliiiu it could well manage, and a 
wild struggle was iu progress between 
the gar and ttie dying child. Tbe negro 
shot the flbb, but tbe child dicil before 
It could be tukeu from tbe water.— New 
Turk Times.

Aud the same questluu was jjut to Eve 
alMo."

THE WARD SIX CONTEST. 

From a point of view far removed 
from the tvarrinjr factions in the 
school committee contest in Ward 
Six, there appear to be otie or tsvo 
considerations which have been ap- 
parently overlooked in the heat of 
conflict. 

It is, of course, taken for g^ranted 
that no faction or party in that ward 
would dream of presenting to the citi- 
zens of Newton, a candidate unworthy 
of the position, and it is therefore 
safe to assume that any difference of 
opinion in that ward is caused solely 
by personal considerations. 

Mr. C. M. Goddard, whose name 
was first entered for the position is a 
graduate of Darhnouth, secretary of 
the N. E. Insurance Exchange, and | 
is an active man in business and so- I 
cial circles. I 

Rev. E. D. Burr, who first declined 
and then was finally persuaded to 
enter the lists against Mr. Goddard, 
is a gentleman of highest character 
and attainments, and is pastor of the 
First Baptist church. 

From a disinterested standpoint, 
waiving aside all personal considera- 
tions, the selection of a businessman 
for the position of school committee 
seems extremely' desirable. The 
school board has almost arbitrary con- 
trol of appropriations exceeding S2()0,- 
000, or 20 per cent, of the tax levy 
and representing over »3 per el, 000 
of t he tax rate. 

With the educational side of school 
w'urk ill the hands of paid expcrt.s, it 
would seem wise to elect educated 
men of busineas for nicmbersliip in 
the governing body, rather than men 
of purely academic training. Tlie 
results would undoubtedly be far more 
satisfactory to the tax[)aYers, the bulk 
of whom believe that school expenses 
in Newton are high enough at the 
present time. 

A second Consideration in favor of 
the election of Mr. Goddard is the 
fact tliat the jiresent member of the 
school board from the Ward, and who 
will be a colleague of the notninee to 
be chosen this evening, is also a 
clergyman. 

F'or these reasons we heartily ad- 
vise and favor the nonunutioii of the 
business men and tux payers, cuiuH- 
date, Mr. C. M. Goddard.

As an oflicial he was cunsci«mtious 
in all the details of his work, brave 
and fearless and action, and a born 
fireman. 

As a man, he was warmhearted and 
sympathetic. Frank and outsjiokeii 
in deed, in word, his was such a sin- 
cere and earnest character that its 
influence was felt by all with whom 
he came in contact. 

The death of such a citizen is a dis- 
tinct loss to the commuiiiiy, and will 
b>- widely and since <1 - mourned.

AT CALL OF DUTY. 

Asst. Chief Humphrey 
Fatally Injured. 

While Responding to Alarm 
Tuesday Evening.

While responding to an alarm from 
box 245 about five o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon, Aast. Chief Francis H. 
Humphrey was fatally injured in a 
collision with a coal wagon in front 
of Robinson’s block, Watertown 
street. West Newton. 

Mr. Humphrey, accompanied by 
Chief Randlett was driving, and at- 
tempted to pass between a coal team 
and a lumber wagon which were par- 
tially blocking the street. The chief’s 
wagon struck the shafts of the coal 
team, throwing both men to the 
ground. Chief Randlett escaped with 
a few bruises, but Asst. Chief Hum- 
phrey struck on the top of the head, 
badly fracturing the skull and break- 
ing an arm. He was unconscious 
when picked up and carried into In- 
graham’s drug store, where Dr. Lowe 
attended him. He was then taken to 
his home on Webster street, but sub- 
sequently removed to the Newton 
Hospital, where death ensued at 10.30 
o’clock without return of conscious- 
ness. The hospital authorities state 
that without exception it was the 
worst accident case they ever handled. 

Assistant Chief Humphrey was 
' one of the most popular meti in the 
department, and his death means a 
personal sorrow to his many friends. 
Frank and outspoken in speech and 
action, he was brave and fearless as a 
fireman, and w’arm-hearted and im- 
pulsive as a man. 

Assistant Chief Humphrey, who, in 
point of service, was one of the oldest 
members of the active fire depart- 
ment, was born in Hingham. He 
came to Newton when a young man, 
and was employed at the tin shop of 
John Thompson of West Newton. He 
later went into business under the 
firm name of Humphrey & Alman, 
which was later changed to F. II. 
Humphrey & Co. The store was locat- 
ed on Chestnut street. West Newton, 
where ^ie continued the business of 
tinsmith up to October, 1894, when he 
was appointed assistant chief. 

Assistant Chief Humphrey became 
connected with the fire department in 
1870, being first appointed hoseman on 
engine 2, West Newton. From this 
position he rose to be assistant fore- 
man and foreman, which latter place 
he held from 1891 to. 1894, 

I He was at one time vice-president 
I of the Firemen's Relief Association, 
was a member of the Newton Veteran 
! Firemen’s Association, and a trustee 
■ of Newton lodge 92, I. O. O. F., and 
Newton assembly 39, Royal Society of 
Good Fellows. 

[ He leaves a widow, and no children. 

I Surrounded by his comrades of t he 
fire deparnjent and numerous friends 
representing all the branches of New- 
ton’s olficiai life, the body of Assist- 
ant Chief Frank H. Humphrey the 
j Newton Fire department was laid at 
rest this afternoon. Tbe services 
were held at the West Newton Uni- 
tarian church on Washington street 
at 2. 

An hour previous to the services the 
body was escorted from the late Chief’s 
home on Webster street to the church, 
\vhere surrounded by the floral trib- 
utes of former comrades and friends, 
it lay in state and was viewed by 
many of those present as well as by 
many who were unable to attend the 
services. 

Among those present, apart from 
the relatives of the dead Chief, were 
Chief Randlett and members of the 
call and permanent Are department 
1 of Newton, the members of the board 
of alderman, Mayor Pickard and city 
oflicials.thc Newton Veteran Firemen 
in a body. Newton Lodge, 92, I. O. 
O. F., Chief Webber of the Boston 
fire department. Chief, Marstoii'of 
Brockton, Chief Colman of Worcester, 
Asst. Chief Kawsoti of Worcester, 
Chief F’iske of Framingham, Chief 
Yorke, of Watertown, and representa- 
tives from the fire departments of 
Hingham, Fall River. Cambridge, 
Taunton and elsewhere. 

The services, which were of a siin- 
])lc nature, were conducted by the 
Rev. Julian C. Jaynes, pastor of the . 

' church, and included the readings of i 
scriptiu'c, an address by the Rev. Mr.

The name of Fmnoe Is derlvctl from 
!he FrnncI, or Franks, n people of (Icr* 
many who scIkpiI that part of fho 
country nearest the Rhine and settled 
there.

The origin of other geographical 
names la Interesting and will serve to 
enlighten us when we read of. for In* 
stance, Hibernia for Ireland. Hibernia 
Is sahl to bo derived from a Pbrnnl* 
(■'an wor<l meaning “farthest habita* 
ti;)n,” there being no country known to 
t! cm west of Hrln. 

Portugal obtained Its name from Por- 
to, the haven or port whore the Gauls 
laiidcHl their stores. This Is Oporto, 
<all«l hy the Portuguese O Porto (the 
port). The town was given as n dowry 
to Teresa when she married Henry de 
Lorralno, who styled himself Earl of 
Portugal because tbe place was known 
aa the portns Gallorum (the port of the 
Gauls). The name was Qnally extend- 
ed to the whole country. 

Russia took Us denomination from 
the Rossi, or Rossi, a people of the 
south of Russia, who possessed them- 
aelves of the country In the declining 
days of the Greek empire. Being the 
predominant Inlinbltants, they imposed 
their name on all the rest.

by Alderman Weed. 

Alderman Weed then aid that llii: 
matter had been carefully considered 
by the Public l’n>peily t ommitlee, 
Un original bid^ be'.iig about 


iXK); this amount had been reduced to 
$140,000 by changes in plans and the 
finance committee had then been able 
to still further reduce the coat to a 
little under $134,000. The figure of 
$130,000 was nothing but guess work. 
To erect the building under present 
plans and bids will coat $134,000. The 
board should either grant this sum 
or rcopeon the whole matter. The 
latter course will cause consider- 
able delay and may throw it over into 
next year. 

Alderman Weeks said that there 
was no disposition of the finance 
committee to hang the matter up. but 
th?y wanted the best building at the 
lowest possible coat. The location 
demanded one of the finest buildings 
in the city, and the clock tower feat- 
ure had been retained on that account. 

The figures on the Auburndale 
school indicate that a building double 
the size ought to be built for $118,000 
and $12,0tX) more bad been conceded 
by the committee. In obtaining the 
$134,000 figure the general contractor 
only had been consulted and contrac- 
tors on other items had not been seer. 

Alderman Lothrop believed $130,000 
for a 16 room grammar school to be a 
liberal sum, and believed it could be 
erected for less as builders were not 
busy. He strongly favored a readver- 
tisement for bids on the modified 
plana. 

“In ansAver to questions Alderman 
Weed said that he believed the figures 
on the items outside the general con- 
tract would be little changed by the 
modified plans, although the plumb- 
ing might be increased. 

Alderman Hutchinson said the total 
cost of the three new school buildings 
now exceeded the estimate of the se- 
lect committee by $50,000 and he 
thought $130,000 a perfectly safe figure 

Alderman Weed characterized the 
$130,000 figure as pure and unadulter- 
I ated guess work and believed that 
progress would only be made by tak- 
ing a definite figure. 

Alderman Mellen believed it fair 
to all to bid over again and that con- 
tractors will recognize that $130,000 
was the city’s limit. 

Alderman Fisher said that the next 
lowest bidder, only $75 higher on red 
brick and $1,100 lower on buff brick 
asked an opportunity to submit bids 
on the modified plans. He belies'ed 
it unfair to bidders and ta.x payers 
not to readvertise and that the city 
would lose nothing by new bids. 

Alderman Wee. I said the allowances 
made by lowest bidder were consid- 
ered fair and Alderman Lothrop 
agreed that in the few instances he 
had investigated he had found them 
very fair. Alderman Lothrop also 
said that the finance committee svas 
trying to get the most for the money. 

• Alder.-naii Drown called attention , 
to the fact that the general contractor 
was more or less dependent on the i 
matter of allowances hy the figures 
submitted to him from sub-contrac- 
tors. 

Alderman Stickney resented the 
statement that the Hnatice committee 
was the only committee working for 
the best interests of the city, and 
believed that the public property com- 
* mittee was just as earnest in its 
efforts in this matter. 

Alderman Weed’s amendment of 
$134,000 was tlien carried and the ' 
amended order unanimously adopted. 

The order authorizing a loan of 
$137,000 for the new Mason school was 
amended to $141,000 and also adopted. 

A recess was then taken to allow 
committee meetings, and upon re-as- 
sembling an order for $800 additional 
for the Tremont street drain being 
favorably reported was adopted.

In the charity department, the es- 
timated receipts had been deducted 
from the item of Out Door Door, and 
a slight increase grunted for clerical 
work. 

I Alderman Sultonstull ({ucstioned 
tile uiiiuunt for te]e|fiione rates in the 
City Messenger’s department, and it 
was learned that the price was $% 
per instrument, one third off, the 
coiitruct expiring May 1st. 

In the fire department the finance 
committee hud eliiniiiated the item 
to provide one day oil' in ten. 

In the police department, a slight 
misunderstanding reipiired a small 
increase of $194.50 for tlie reserve 
patrolmen, which was granted. Aider- 
man Weeks explained that tlie com- 
mittee opposed any increase in pres- 
ent force as the line must be drawn 
somewliece and the upprupriutiun for 
tliir depaj'tment hud doubleil within 
ten years. 

Ill the street departinenl the coni- 
iiiittec hud struck out the sjiecial 
;>trecl and drain items and increased 


thoie of drains and culverts and gen- 
, oral repairs to some extent. 

I Alderman Hutchinson believed the 
special items were needed and if poli- 
cy w.-is to be changed in this respect, 
it should be left until next year. 

I Alderman Weeks stated that tbc 
, matter had been left in the very best 
possible shape for the street coniniis- 
^ Stoner to use the money where it was 
most needed. The matter of ward 
lines alw.'iys entered into special items 
and he favored general appropriations. 

Alderman Lothrop called attention 
to the probable expense of $22,000 
for draining Boylston street and 
favored the general form. 

The consideration of the budget 
covered less than an hour and the 
order carrying an appropriation of $1, 
110,123.92 was unanimously adopted. 

Orders adopting $271, 2t0 as the es- 
timate of receipts for 1902 and estab- 
lishing rate of interest on unpaid tax- 
es were also adopted, and at 10.35 
o'clock the board adjourned.

MR. BAKER, 

We have sttch unbounded confidence 
in the intellifreuce of the voters of 
this city, that it hardlv seems oeces- 
sarv to call attention to the inconsis* | 
tantand lllog^ical attitude assumed by 
Mr. AVilliam H. Baker, the Democrat- 
ic candidate for mayor. 

It may be of passiiij^ interest, how- 
ever, to point out a few of the most 
glarings fallacies and show the insin- 
cerity behind them.

Mr. Baker is equally emphatic in 
his opposition to an increase in the 
public debt, and in the same breath 
urges municipal ownership of a street 
lighting plant, at a cost of many 
thousands of dollars, and is apparent- 
ly in favor of the indiscriminate erec- 
tion of new school buildings all over 
the city. 

Mr. Baker forgets that it i.s ab.so- 
lutcly necessary fur any mayor to re- 
ceive the hearty support of the alder- 
men in order to introduce the radical 
changes he so loudly inaintaiii-s. His 
appeal for votes assumes that his 
election will settle the adoption of 
the measures he represents. This we 
assure our rea<lers is verv far from 
the facts in the ca.se, and a vote for 
Mr. Baker in the coming election 
will only result in the jmssible elec- 
tion of u political demagogue to the 
position of chief magistrate of an in- 
telligent conimiiiiitv.

SPRINGS IN THE SEA 

FRESH WATER STREAMS THAT BURST 
FROM THE OCEAN’S BED. 

Ctie Orlfiln of the I’litlernsroonil Riv- 
era Titnt llnvr nn Oot .rt I'ndrr the 
Peralnn Golf llna Never Reen Notla- 
fACtorlly Kxplnlneil. 

Along the Rimilow liottom of the 
ocenn, uot very far from the Inntl, a 
number of oponfngH have been discov- 
ered In various parts of the world 
through which water as pure and fresh 
as that of any bubbling Njirlag niinglofl 
with the salt water of the sen. zVuotli 
er remarkable class of frenh water 
springs is those that Rlxk out of sight 
or perhaps never come to the niirfncc, 
but follow hidden channels under the 
land and under the sen nutit they final- 
ly eoino to the open air on nu island. 
Both of these tyt>eR of underground 
rivers arc perhaps most rtmmrknbly Il- 
lustrated near and on Bahrein Island, 
In the Persian gulf, a place that is also 
noted as one of the chief sources of 
pearls. 

Bahrein Island, the largest of the 
group of islands hearing that nAine, Is 
about twenty miles off the coast of 
Arabia In tlio Persian gulf. As tbe is- 
land has almost no rainfall It is a 
dead level of sandy desert relieved only 
by palm groves and patches of vogeta 
tlon where water springs to the sur- 
face from the niysterious underground 
channels. In many places the water 
does not reach the surface, but Is found 
by sinking wells, the water being rnls- 
ctl to tbe surface by donkeys and bul- 
locks and poured Into the cbaonels 
from which the date palms and other 
crops are irrigated. These springs can- 
not possibly be derived from the island, 
and It Is no more likely that they come 
from the sandy wastes of neighboring 
Arabia. The Arabian shore as far as 
can be seen Is low and devoid of water 
except at EI-KatIf where similar 
springs are found. 

Arabs say that these streams come 
stmight from the Euphrates river 
through an underground channel by 
-TS'hlch the great river. In part, flows be- 
neath the Persian gulf. Geologists, 
however, have dismissed this theory. 
Though the origin of the springs has 
uot yet been satisfactorily explained, 
the most favored theory Is tlmt they 
come from the well watered slopes of 
the Persian mountains far to the north. 
If this theory Is coiTeet, It means that 
the rainfall sinks Into the earth's crust 
until it reaches Impermeahie rock 
strata along which It Is carrte<l for a 
groat distance to the south out under 
the sea until the rock, sloping upward, 
again brings the water near the sur- 
face on Balircin Island. Some of the 
wells that arc thus supplied arc enor- 
mous, and one of them, the Adarl, 
serves for the Irrigation of many miles 
of date palms through a canal of ao- 
clout coDstructlon. The zVdari well Is 
one of the great sights of Bnhrelu, be- 
ing a deep buslu of water '22 by 40 
yards lu size. The fact that ft comes 
from a far higher source Is shown by 
the force with which It outers the well. 
Divers, driven back by the strong cur- 
rent. are unable to reach the bottom. 

There being no wells within miles of 
some of the coast towns of Buhrelu, 
they obtain water from springs that 
Ilsuc from the bottom of the gulf not 
far from the shore. These springs of 
course have the same origin ns tbe 
\>'cU6. Divers, with goatskins under 
their arms, dive through the salt water 
aud fill the skins with the cold, fresh 
liquid at the bottom. The water oI>- 
tulued in this way usually coiitiiliia 
u slight admixture of salt water, so 
tlmt the mixture is Just a little brack- 
Ish. At some uf these openings at the 
sea bottom the head of water entering 
the sea Is so strung that when hollow 
bamboos arc pushed dow'ii Into it the 
water rises through tbe tubes, deliver- 
ing the fresh water directly Into ves- 
sels that are held- by men and women 
who are sitting in the bouts that 
brought them from titc land. Tlie 
force of some of the streams as they 
cyme from the earth is so cuusiderable 
that it pushes buck the salt water, aiul 
the spring Is not mixed w^lth tbe sen 
water fur quite u space around the 
place of entrance. 

It has been practically determined 
w’lthin the past few years that the wa- 
ters of a small river In West Africa 
which disappeared In a fri*sh water 
swamp that has no visible outlet find 
their way by an underground cimiiiiel 
Into the Atlantic aud mingle with the 
sea through an openfeg in the bottom 
that Ims been dlscoveretl a few miles 
from Cape Verde. A clmuuel has been 
found on the sea floor which. upiNir- 
enily, was cut by some fresli water 
streiun. During some Nouudlngs that 
were luude lu ISDo for the purpose of 
finding and raising ii broken cable tbe 
vessel eiigagi-il In the work was sur- 
rountled by swamp vegetation that was 
contlnimliy rising to tbe surface. It 
was evidently brought through the uu- 
dei'grouud channel from the swamp. 

The breaking of a cable off the luoutli 
of the Uovuina river lu East Africa 
has been attributed to the destructive 
action of a strung current uf sweet 
water entering Ihe sea level HeremI 
miles from the land. Another n’liiurk- 
uhle e.xaniple uf a sulnuarlue river Is 
found to the nurih of the city of .Vricu 
uu the i'aclllc <'uast uf Huiith America, 
A river from the Andes Hint Is grud- 
uully swallowed up In the siind has 
IxMOi found to make its way Invisibly 
Into the sea, with which It unites some 
miles frum the luml.— New York Hun.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our neenlnr Correapondent.) 

Wiiahlngton, Nov. 17, 

President Roosevelt has expressed 
himself as “sincerely hoping that the 
Hays-Pauticefote treaty will be 
promptly ratified, that the Canal bill 
will be passed immediately thereafter 
and that work may be begun on the 
Isthmian canal at the earliest possi- 
ble date,” and b^' inference, he has 
indicated that he dues not consider 
the Panama route as requiring fur- 
ther consideration. These views were 
expressed in a conversation with Rep- 
resentative Hepburne, chairman of 
the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce, and with Repre- 
sentative Sherman of the same com- 
mittee. With regard to the Panama 
route, although Mr. Plcpbiinic has 
stated that the government would 
not accept it as a gift,” it must be 
remembered that at the time of his 
conversation with the President, it 
was known that M. Htitin, president 
of the Panama Company had refused 
to make a formal proposition to the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, and it 
was believed that he was acting in 
a most unbusinesslike manner. It is 
now known tliat M. Hutin has deter- 
mined to present his proposition di- 
rectly to the Presidejit, believing that 
it would have if it had been incorpo- 
rated in the already voluininuus re- 
' i)ort of the commission. I under- 
' stand that tlie commission will re- 
! port in favor of tiie Nicaraguan route, 

' that it will recuminetul a canal with 
a bottom width of one hundred and 
fifty feet and a depth of thirty-five 
feet at mean low svater, the estimated 
cost being about two hundred million 
dollars. 

“Merit and merit alone will win 
ap|)oihtments in our dependencies” 
were the words in which the Presi- 
dent expressed himself to Mr. Clinton 
H. Woudnilf, chairman of the com- 
mittee on depemleiicies of the Nation- 
al Civil Service Reform League. Tins 
i.s (piite in accordance wltii the policy 
of the President in all of his appoiiit- 
meiiU. ye has positively refnseil to 
apjoint anyone whom he diil not be- 
licNV deserved the appointment from 
the standpoint of merit.

Baker Nominated. 

At the Democratic city convention 
held ill Central hall, Newtonville, 
Wednesday evening, William H. 
Baker received the nomination for 
mayor, 

Thomas M. Spellman presided. It 
was voted to exclude the delegates 
elected at the recent caucus held in 
Ward 7, on the ground that it was 
illegally conducted. This action .was 
protested against by John Murphy, 
who claimed that the caucus had been 
legally held. 

Henry B. Day was nominated as 
alderman-at-large from ward 3 and 
John F. Lvmaii as alderman-at-large 
from ward 4. No nominations for al- 
derman-at-large were made for wards 
1, 2, 5, 6 and 7. 

For school committee to serve three 
years. Dr. T. Morton Gallagher was 
nominated to represent ward 1. No 
nominations were made for wards 2, 
3, 6 and 7. It was voted that all va- 
cancies be filled by the chairman and 
secretary of the convention. 

At the close of the business session 
Mr. Baker addressed the convention, 
say'ing in part. 

Where a party, whether Democratic 
or Republican, has enjoyed for many 
years exclusive control of municipal 
affairs, with scarce opportunity for 
the people to supervise its work, such 
party is likely to become negligent, 
careless and wasteful, and unmind- 
ful of its obligations, and should be 
held to strict account for its steward- 
ship. 

Tammany hall and the Philadel- 
phia ring are apt illustrations of such 
conditions. We assert that the Re- 
publican ward and city committees 
of Newton should no longer control 
city hall. 

The public debt of Newton is larger 
in comparison than Boston and many 
of the cities of the commonwealth ; 
but in spite of this, the debt limit 
has many times been overreached, 
while the burden on the taxpayers 
is becoming greater as times goes on, 
and still it is on the increase. Where 
will the end be? 

The jump in the tax rate in one 
year from $15.20 to $16.80 per $1000, 
without corresponding benefits is 
a reminder of needed reform. 

This increased rate takes from the 
people of the city $85,000 in excess of 
last year, without mentioning other 
amounts derived from increased as- 
sessed valuations of property and in- 
come tax. 

But it is said this is not the end? 
That the tax rate must reach $20 per 
St0(X)! We demand in behalf of the 
people lower tax rates, and I pledge ; 
you if 1 am elected mayor of the city ' 
such steps will be immediately taken 
as will stop extravagance in the va- j 
rious departments and curtail to a | 
large extent the needless expenditures 
as witnessed by the auditor’s report 
of the year 1900. 

Assessors should value property 
equitably and in proportion to its 
market value. For the purposes of 
assessing it is as unjust to value 
property at the rate of one-half its 
market value as it is to value it at | 
double its market value. The first I 
is a fraud upon the city, the second is j 
a fraud upon the owner. 

Every department at city hall shall 
be held responsible for its own work. ; 
Every department should be thorough- 
ly investigated, and, if necessary, j 
re-organized, to the end that a satis- j 
factory system of economy be prac- I 
ticed, and waste and extravagance ' 
cease. Incompetent or useless officials ; 
and clerks ought not to be on the ; 
city’s payroll. 

I believe the citv should erect its 
own electric light plant, and thereby 
furnish to itself better service at a 
saving of $25,000 per annum, while 
in addition it will be enabled to sell 
its surplus electricit3* to the public 
at two-thirds of tlie present cost. 

Better schoolhousc accommodations, 
an eight-hour day and summer half- 
hotdida^’ for laborers emplo^'ed bj' 
the city, with pay at the rate of $2 a 
daj' completed the outline of the pro- 
gram.

The greater part of his life was 
passed ill Aiibiirndule, ^during which 
time he ha<I been in the employ of the ' 
city. He was well known about the 
village, in whose welfare he had 
always taken an active part. 

He was a member of Triton conn- i 
cil, K. A., Sherwood court of Fores- I 
ters of Boston and a iiuiiiber of other 
organizations. He leaves a widow, 
five sons and four daughters. 

The funeral services occurred Tues- 
day morning at St. Bernard’s church.

THE CITY CAMP.AIGN. 

With only ten days reraaininjf the 
city campaign is becoming interest- 
ing. The line up discloses three can- 
didates for mayor, one or po.ssibly 
two contests for aldermen at large, 
one for school ccnimittee and five for 
ward aldermen. 

The triangular fight over the 
mayoralty of course absorbs the great- 
er portion of the interest, and the 
situation is indeed peculiar. 

In a city like Newton, ther?’ should 
be no uncertainty as to the success of 
a candidate of such exceptional abil- 
ity as Captain Weeks. The entry 
of Alderman Baily, however, com- 
plicates the situation, as almost the 
whole of Mr. Baily'*s vote (an un- 
known quantity) will come from men 
who otherwise would support the regu- 
lar Republican nominee. 

Mr. Baily’s chances for success are 
not considered ^very good by the po- 
litical prophets, as his foHosvingr 
confined to personal friends In his 
own ward and a few dissatisfied Re- 
publcans in the remainder of the 
city. 

The Democratic candidate, Mr. 
Baker, has not inspired much con- 
fidence throug'hout the city by his 
previous campaigns and he only be- 
comes a dangerous factor in the re- 
sult. as the Daily vote cuts into that 
of Capt. Weeks. 

It therefore follows tliat a vote for 
Mr. Daily is, in efi'ect, u half vote 
for Mr. Baker, and serious considera- 
tion should be given the matter by 
every voter who has any regard for 
the welfare of the clt.\. 

But little interest uttaclies to the 
aldermanic and school board conte.sts 
as the Republican nominees will 
easily win out. Dr. Gallagher, tlie 
Democratic candidate for school com- 
mittee in Ward 1, is very popular lo- 
cally*. but does not have tliat acquain- 
tance all over the city, nor the knowl- 
edge of educational matters possessed 
by Mr. Tucker, his Kepuljlican op- 
])unent. 

In tile ward fights fur aldermen, 
there appear to lie more hope for the 
Democrats. In Ward 4, where the 
Republican vote is often apathetic, 
the Democratic nominee, Mr. I.yons, 
a very popular young man, has excel- 
lent chances of success. 

In Ward t»iie, the Democratic vote 
in precinct one is u factor to he reck- 
oned with and every Republican vote 
will be needed to elect Mr. Barber. 

in Ward Two, similar conditions 
are found, although not so tavorablc 
to Democratic success. 

In Ward Three, where Alderman 
iluLchiiisun, one of the ablest mem- 
bers of the present hoard is a candi- 
date for re-election, the Democrats 
openly huast tliat he is defeated. The 
Cuiiditioiis do not justify this claim, 
but it is well to bear in mind that 
every Repuhlii’.an in this district 
biionUl murk Jiis ballot for wanl ulder- 
inun as well as for mayor.

Mr. Daily claims the office of 
Mayor on the grounds of i»roinotlon 
and experience, and believes the city 
needs a closer scrutiny over its ex- 
jiciiscs and a more s.itisfactorv sys- 
tem of valuations. Mr. Daily's claim 
tliat he has earned the office of mayor 
is not a new one and has descended 
from many other members of former 
city goveriimenls whose desires in 
this respect were never granted. It 
does not follow therefore that an al- 
derman of even Mr. Daily’s expe- 
rience has a mortgage on the mayor’s 
chair which the voters of this city 
must recognize. 

On the ground of aldermanic ser- 
vice, Mr. Daily’s claim must be 
shared with Alderman Weeks. It 
should be bourne in mind that the 
city is now working under a charter 
about four years old, and any previous 
expcritiice in municipal affairs has 
but little value under new condi- 
tions. Alderman Weeks’ service of 
three years under present conditions 
is therefore of as much practical 
value as that of Mr, Baily. 

The matter of equalizing tax valua- 
tions ^s a knotty problem which 
abler men than Mr. Baily have here- 
tofore attempted and failed. 

In point of fact, a niayorhas but 
little control over this important 
work. State laws govern the board of 
assessors to a large extent, and after 
ai>poiiitinent, they cannot be removed 
from office, and are not responsible 
to the mayor except as to the fau- 
cial ejid of their department. But 
o)ie principal assessor is appoititgd 
annually and it takes a long time to 
make radical changes in a board con- 
stituted on such lines. 

In the matter of closer scrutiny of 
expenses of departments there is an 
unlimited field for labor, although 
Mr. Baily’s law experience cannot 
expect to complete with the exception- 
al business ability of Cabtaiii Weeks 
in this respect. 

It would therefore seem that Mr. 
Baily fails to represent any policy or 
principle which Captain Weeks does 
not, and that in those policies upon 
which they agree, the superior qualifi- 
cations of Alderman Weeks are so 
manifest as to leave but little doubt as 
to the result. 

Mr. Baily’s independent campaign 
against the republican candidate must 
therefore be characterized as wholly 
personal and we trust will be so un- 
derstood by the public. 

THE EIGHT HOUR LAW. 

The voters of Newton will be called 
upon at the coming election to adopt 
or reject the law establishing eight 
hours as a day’s work for city labor- 
ers. 

On g'eneral principles the taxpay- 
ers of the city have very little sympa- 
thy with labor legislation for politi- 
cal purposes only, and in this par- 
ticular case there seems to be no valid 
reason for the adoption of the law. 

Ill 1900 about ?151,100 was paid for 
labor and teams in the street and 
water departments. This amount is ! 
unusually small, but will serve as a i 
basis. The eight hour law in 1900 would 
have added $17,000 to the cost or 
would have accomplished bi.t 'one 
ninth less work. 

This year more labor and teams 
have been employed than 1900 and 
the cost for the same amount of work 
would be proportionaly more. 

Wo do not believe that the as'erage 
city laborer is as much concerned over 
the number of hours work per day, as 
lie is over the iiiunbcr of days' work 
in the week. 

Rainy days in summer and the ina- 
bility to perform ordinary labor in 
winter do more to lessen the income 
of the laborer than anything else, 

I and if he added cost which the adop- 
j tiun of the eig'ht liour law would en- 
tail, could in someway be devoted to 
providing more work rather than less 
hours, we believe it would be hearti- 
ly favored. 

NOT A M.ACTIINE CANDIDATE, 

The letters we print this week from 
representative men from all over the 
city endorsing the candidacy of Al- 
derman Weeks for mayor, are conclu- 
sive evidence that political intluences 
; are not respuiisible for his nomination. 

The high standing and character of 
the writers, added to their warm 
words of commeiidution, arc a fine 
tribute to the worth of the Republican 
nominee, and will undoubtedly have 
great weight with thoughtful voters. 

Too mucli etupliasis cannot be 
placed upon the necessity, tliis year 
us never before, of pulling as large a 
vote a.s possible.

Rev. E. D. Burr spoke 
in favor of an eight hour day for all 
worker.s — he said he worked about 
fifteen or sixteen generally — and said 
that upon inquiry in some European 
cities he had found that wl.ere tlie 
shorter day liad been adopted the use 
of the public libraries by tlie work- 
ing people liad increased 55 per cent. 
Mr. Burr strongly disagreed with two 
particular plirases which tlie speaker 
of the evening had used, and said 
that progress must be made by mu- 
tual understanding between men — 
brain and manual workers alike. Mr. 
F. E. Kiieelaiid in his plea for the 
shorter day sjKike of the increased 
expense of city svurk and also of the 
small tax payer, whether a liolder of 
! property or one who lures only. He 
j caused a ripple of amusement when 
he referred tliat tiie city laborer if 
given a sliorter day miglit take on 
some of the“iiicreased energy” wliich 
liad •been mentioned during the even- 
ing,* and the city work cost scarcely 
more than today. Where the eight 
hour day had been submitted to a 
vote in the towns and cities nearby, 
Mr. Kneeland s.-iid that it had been 
invariably carried, and cited Boston, 
Brookline.

Mr. Baker'.it first gun in the city | 
campaign w.as delivered at Clalliit 
hall, Ncwtonvllle, Tuesday evening 
to ati audience of less than a hundred 
people, 

Mr. Baker m.vlc a plea for economy 
at City Hall and expressed co’nfidcncc 
that he would he elected. 

"A roiluction in the rate of taxa- 
tion is the universal desire of all 
taxpaying citizens," said Mr, Baker, ' 
"but in the city of Newton we have ] 
experienced, instead of the reduction j 
demanded by our citizens, an increase 
in the rate during the past year of ! 
Sl.wi per thousand. This is the’ most 
important subject and the greate.st 
issue before the people of Newton. I 
demand from Mr. Weeks a defence of 
the policy of liis party in increasing 
the appropriations and raising the 
taxes. 

■‘If the increased appropriations 
and higher tax rate had resulted in 
great iinprovement.s in the variou.s ' 
sections of bur city for the benefit of 
the taxpayers some excuse could he 
ma<1e. 

"I liavc read carefully the report of

penditures of the city is that there

"In order to defeat'me it is claimed 
that the people will work for me, j 
favor license, and will vote for it. i 
I believe in no license for the City of j 
Newton. I am aware that this sub- 
terfuge defeated me two years ago, 
but it will not on Dec. 10th, when a !

The death of Mr. George Cook, one 
of Newton’s longtime and highly 
respected residents, occurred Sunday ' 
evening at his residence on Waltham I 
street, West Newton.

His uncle, Capt. j 
Cook, fought in the battle of TIppe- I 
canoe, where he distinguished him- | 
self by saving the life of Gen. Wil- ' 
liam Henry Harrison. [ 

Leaving Oliio a young man, Mr. | 
Cook went to Connecticut, and for 20 
year.s was in the carriage building’ I 
business in New Haven. From Con- I 
necticut he moved to Massachusetts, j 
and about 12 years ago bought out 
the Hallet & Davis Piano Company. | 
He was president of the company up 
to about six months ago, when he ] 
retired from active business. 

.Vfr. Cook was married at Milford, 
Ct., Jan. 8. 1837, and on January of 
this year he celebrated his 64th wed- 
<ling anniversary. He attended the 
^Vett Newton Unitarian church, and 
during his residence in Newton liad 
taken an active interest in that city’.s 
affairs. He leaves a wife and eight 
children. They are George Cook of 
New York, Mrs. H. I. Kimball of 
Boston, Mrs. F. A. Smith of Jersey 
City, Mrs. E. N. Kimball of Boston, 
W. I). Cook, J. B. Cook ot Boston, 
Mrs. Harry Holbrook of Boston and 
Mrs. A. H. Ray of New York. 

The funeral services occurred at 
hts late residence on Waltham street. 
Wednesday afternoon at 1.30 o'clock 
and were largely attended by relatives 
and friends including representatives 
from the Hallet atul Davis Co., and 
Gethsemune Comniundery.
